Abour five in the Morning, we perceiv'd the Enemy 
marching down again into the Plain with three or: four 
great Detachments on their Lefc Wing, which ſeparated 
and march'd along theValley toget behind the Hills which 
were on our Right, thinking to gain them, and fall on our 
Right Wing in Flank and Rear, in order to the putting 
Succor into the Town ; but the Duke of  Lorrain per- 
ceiving their deſign, order'd ſeven Regiments of Horle, 
and ſome Hungarians, under the Command of General 
Dunewalt, Taaffe and Pape to march up. the Hills, and 

olſe{s the top of them, facing the Enemy. We were no 
Gon up, bat immediately the Turks appear'd- on our 
Left, who ſtill made towards us, there being a deep Val- 
ley between ; preſently appear'd others on our Right where 
the Valley ended, their ſon being come up , kept 
skirmiſhing for the ſpace of an hour with ſome Fung 4- 
rians, when of a ſudden the Hills were cover'd with the 
Enemy, who immediately gave us a diſcharge of cight 
pieces of Cannon, and with terrible Cries fell moſt furi- 
ouſly on the Hungarians, who immediately gave way, 
whereupon Count Tazfe, &c. advanc'd,, Mr. &itz-James 
and the Exgliſbþ Voluntiers being in the firſt Rank. This 
Charge was perform'd with that Gallantry, that the Ene- 
my could not endure it, but immediately fled as faſt as 
they came on. We perſu'd them about a League, the

Our General now feem'd. under ſome uncertainty, whether

the Turks ſeerning to retire, and confidering how cult 
the Aſcent was,andiww uneafie to Horſe,(already ſo much 
haraſs'd,) how weak his Wing was, and how Irable to be 
forc'd by an Enemy that charg'd with fo much Fary, who 
had a Town in their view, and would be content to facti- 
fice their whole Army to its preſervation, it was therefore 
thought moſt advileable re-return into our Lines,and preſs 
on the Siege. The 7wrks loſt in this Mornings Attion a- 
bout 3000 of their belt F:niſaries, being all nds men to 
attempt our Line, and gerimro the Town by that unex- 
pected and difficult paſſage. We took about' 500'Priſb» 
ners, 58 Standards, and 8 pieces. of Cannon, The'Baſſa 
that conimanded them was kilPd, and the Aga of the J«- 
xiſaries wounded ; Mr, Fitz-James was in all this Afton 
with Count 7; p. 4; behaving himſelf with 'Remarkable 
Gallantry.

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We expetted the Troops from 7ranſilvaris with reat' 
Impatience. A Battery of 8 Guns was plac'd to flank rhe

tice that General Scherfenberg left Zolnock but' that day,
